From The ARRL Letter for August 2, 2018 


FCC Cites Baofeng Importer for Illegally Marketing 
Unauthorized RF Devices - The FCC has issued a Citation and 
Order (Citation) to Amcrest Industries, LLC (formerly Foscam 
Digital Technologies, LLC), an importer and marketer of popular and 
inexpensive Baofeng handheld transceivers, alleging that the 
company violated FCC rules and the Communications Act by 
illegally marketing unauthorized RF devices. The FCC asserts that 
Amcrest marketed Baofeng model UV-5R-series FM handheld radios 
capable of transmitting on "restricted frequencies." The Baofeng 
models UV-5R and UV-5R V2+ were granted an FCC equipment 
authorization in 2012 to operate under Part 90 Private Land Mobile 
Radio Service (Land Mobile) rules. Amcrest conceded that the units 
were capable of operating on restricted frequencies but told the FCC 
that, per discussions with the manufacturer, were "only capable of 
operating at 1 W, the FCC said. The company instructed the 
manufacturer to fix the problem and later confirmed with the 
manufacturer that all Amcrest inventory on order and in the future 
would operate only on 145 - 155 MHz and 400 - 520 MHz. Amcrest 
told the FCC that it had ceased marketing four models in the Baofeng 
UV-SR series "a few years ago," but it did not remove them from its 
website until last February. Numerous online retailers continue 
selling UV-5R series radios for less than $25, with some ads 
indicating that these are "ham" equipment. 
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Chasing Satellites by Charles Morrison NSWE 


After years of sitting idle in my shack, I finally pulled out the Arrow Antenna that we had purchased as 
a club project many years ago. I set out to make my first ever satellite contact. My coworker, newly 
licensed Jason Suarez WB5LBD and I began by tracking down what sats we could easily work and settled 
on 3 of the FM birds, AO-85, AO-91 and AO-92. I dusted off my trusty old Wouxun radio and entered 
the frequencies. I headed over to Amsat.org and pulled up the pass predictions for all three of the birds 
and printed them out. With my paper in hand, my Wouxun charged up and my cell phone, we walked 
outside of our office for our first attempts at making a contact. 


Much to my surprise, right on time, the satellite appeared on the horizon and I could hear signals. I 
began calling to no avail. As the pass ended, I discovered that I had set the PL tone on the receive 
frequency, but not on the transmit frequency. So we waited for the next pass. As the time approached, we 
headed outside, took our bearings with the compass, guessed at the height in the sky and pointed the 
antenna and waited. Right on cue the bird appeared and we began calling.. over and over, no replies. No 
one heard NSWE. As the pass ended, in my excitement, I realized I’d been transmitting on the downlink 
frequency the entire time. On to the next pass. 


We walked inside, sat down, read the paper for the pass and prepared. 10 minutes before the pass, we 
were outside, checked the pl tone, checked the transmit frequency, checked the azimuth, guessed on the 
elevation and got ready. As the time for the bird to appear passed, we waited, twisted the antenna, double 
checked azimuth, double checked download frequency, double checked the elevation, everything.. except 
double checking the TIME. We had the wrong time, we’d completely calculated the wrong local time 
from zulu. We were done for the day. 


The next day was a new day, we double checked EVERYTHING, and headed out the door. In the 
mean-time, I’d read a bit more online about operating hints, in the rush of the contact and holding the 
radio in one hand and the antenna in the other, how do you log? Cell phone memo recorder to the rescue. 
So now we’ve checked our time, checked our frequency, found our azimuth, guestimated our elevation, 
and started our memo recorder. We began calling, “NSWE, Echo Mike 30”... static.. “NSWE, Echo Mike 
30, anyone copy??” “NSWE, this is AAOCW, DM58”.. We got it.. on a great low westerly pass, we 
worked Colorado on 2 meters! Then it continued, “N5SWE, this is K7TAB DM43 in Arizona”. 


We then switched over to Jason’s call and managed to work the same 2 guys again.. we ended up 
actually nabbing another 2 for a total of : <= that one pass. Finally, 27 years as a ham operator, I finally 
had bagged one on satellite!
